Doiiclus on ilin Practicability cf 
Presbyterian and Methodist Union— Doc- 
trinal Dlfforeiipja DlsnniieorlnsJ 

In view of tho Methodist Conference 
nt present sitting in Montreal, Rev. Dr. 
Douglas has addressed a communication 
to the "Witness" in which ho Bliowb 
how difforencqs are being gradually elim- 
inated, but at the same time ho points 
out some characteristics which do not. 
favor the union of tho Episcopal church 
with Methodism. He premises that the 
spirit of tho ago largely determines to- 
w-aids Christian union, being voiced by 
both tho press and tho pulpit. He says 
" Mothodism, the youngest born of all 
tho sections of the church, in a sense, 
stands related to all. Originating as a 
revival of spiritual religion in an age 
when tho altar tircB of national piety 
were well-nigh extinguished, she stood, 
as expressed by her founder, "the 
friend of all and enemy of none," \ claim 
which we trust may still bo truly inscrib- 
ed on her roll of honor. Tho present 
attitude of Methodism towards the 
AtiBican Church is that of respect 
And admiration; admiration for the splen- 
dor of that theological literature which 
she has given to tho church— a literature 
illumined by the finest intellects of the 
age, and by a scholarship profound and 
far-reaching in the breadth of its culture; 
admiration for her ethical and spiritual 
.teaching which has made the works of 
Archbishop Loighton, Jeremy Taylor, 
Romaino and Simeon, the text bonks of 
sanctity wherever they Breknown. While, 
however, tho attitude of Methodism is 
that of admiration, there is a universal 
conviction that union, cither organic or 
co-operative, is 

AN IMPOSSIBILITY. 

The imperious demand that tho policy 
of that church shall be accepted— its kU 
toncal episcopate, its apostolic succession, 
its doctuue of orders, which claims for 
its ministry an authority denied to all 
others, the self-denial of its more rigid 
and exclusive clergy, and the legal bar- 
riers to all friendly interchange of ser- 
vice, its extremes of teaching from ration- 
alistic negations on one hand, to that 
of ritualistic interpretations of dogma on 
tho other; its want of moral discrimina- 
tion in its accepted* membership: —these 
stand as regrettable barriers, insurmount 
able to the spirit of unity, organic or co 
operative. While Methodism despairs 
'.i anythiug like immediate union, it 
holds in honor and affection, for 
their spirit and work's sake, the 
goodly company of evangelical clergy and 
laymen, who, like the generous vino that 
retuse,-? to be held within its enclosure, 
oilers the beauty of its foliage and its pur- 
ple fruitage to all men, who decline to be 
cribbed, cabined and confined by rigid 
ecclesiastieism. The attitude of Method- 
ism to tiie Presbyterian Church is that of 
admiration for her groat history of wit- 
ness and protest for the truth, and of 
over-increasing reciprocal confidence and 
friendship. The policy of Presbyterian- 
ism gave form to the organic structure of 
Methodism in its most salient points. 
When John Wesley rejected High Angli- 
canism 

HB AIiOPTKI) PRESBYTERIAN POLITY. 
The Conference, the districts, tho boards 
of Methodism find a correspondence in 
tlio Assemblies, the Presbyteries and 
bcsBions of Prosbyteriauiam, while its 
*' primus inter pares " determines the 
equality of status in the ministry. And 
IllTO are indications that tho doctrinal 
differences which liavo kept Me h- 
oJists and Presbyterians apart, that 
the Arminif.ni3m of the one and the 
Aagnstinianism of the other are coming 
nearer together. No longer does Pres- 
byter anism impeach Methodist Armini- 
a lifittl as tainted with tho Pelagian heresy 
which ignored original sin and unduly 
exalted natural ability. No longer docs 
tiie Methodist pulpit ting with the de- 
nunciation of the supralap-arianism, with 
its fatalistic sequences and absolute limi- 
tation of the Calvinists, and whatever be 
the abstract dogmatic distinctions thai 
still linger in tho two systems, it is cer- 
tain that tho practical outcome of the 
Presbyterian and Methodists pulpits are 
phenomenally alike. Methodism stands 
indebted to and has felt tho stimulus of 
tho Presbyterian example in relation to 
minutorial education. < )n i he other hand, 
as Di\ John Hall has expressed it, the 
Presbyterian church stands indebted to

nndagzresslvemethodsof evangelistic work 
Indeed, it is scarcely possiblo to distinguish 
between the service of the two churches. 
Everywhere there is an interchange of 
pulpits, a frequent union in the conduct 
of Evangelistic services, a sympathy in 
the same great moral movements, such 
as equality of rights, tho suppression of 
intemperance and every advance for the 
elevation and moral conservation of 
society. That all this will result in or- 
ganic union we hesitate to assert. Nor 
in tho judgment of many is such organic 
union desirable. One in spirit and in 
union with the (ireat Head of the 
church, it may bo the policy of heaven to 
carry forward its triumph by these separ- 
ate organizations ; and t ri outlook for 
co-operative union is full of hope and 
will result in widest benediction. In a 
not remote future that reproach of mod- 
ern Ohristianity, the multiplication of an 
tagonistic churches in villages and rural 
districts will be a thing of the past, and 
by mutual agreement tho resources of the 
churches will be economized to carry the 
Cospol to tho regions that are beyond. 
This union will constitute the renaissance 
of tho Christian churches."

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SIR HECTOR'S VISIT. 



The Minister "Waited Upon by a Depu- 
tation from the B. C. Hoard 
of Trade. 



Suijiresteu Improvements to the Har- 
bor ami Graving Dock ami in the 
Lifflitiiif? of the Coast. 



Yesterday morning Sir Hector Lange- 
vin was waited upon at thu Drinrd by a 
duputation repicsenting tlio Board of 
Ikado and consisting of Messrs. Robert 
Ward, president, T. 13. Hall, vice- 

« president, Thomas Earle, M. P., 
1 and K. P. Rithot. The Minister ro- 

J^I ceived the delegation very cordially, and 
expressed his great pleasure at the marked 
improvement and progress generally 
which had taken place since his visit in 
1871. This prosperity he attributed to a 
great extent to the construction of the 
Canadian Pacific railway, and to the 
other facilities possessed by ilio country 
which were not enjoyed at that time. 

Mr. Ward then introduced several 
matters to the notice of the lion, gentle- 
man, taking up first the harbor of Vic- 
toria, and pointing out that, in view of 
the largely increasing trade and shipping 
of this port, there should be a more lib- 
eral expenditure on the part of the Gov- 
ernment. It was, he urged, necessary 
that the dredging of the inner harbor 
should bo more vigorously prosecuted, 
and that the obsolete dredge now used 
should be substituted by something more 
modern, combining mure utility and 
ucpiiomy. 

The lion, gentleman promised that, this 
matter should receive his personal atten- 
tion, as ho was fully aware of the fact3 

^ which had been cited. 

Mr. Ward forcibly brought to the 
Minister's notice the great lack of harbor 
facilities at the port of Victoria and the 
enterprise that had been exhibited by one 
of her leading citizens, Mr. Itilhet, in the 
extension and improvement of the Outer 
harbor. That gentleman's private enter- 
prise, ho said, was ongaged in the expen- 
diture of fully $100,000 to provide wharf- 
age accommodation for the largest class 
of shipping. He considered that espoci- 
cially, in view of tins private enterprise, 
the Government should do its share to- 
wards realizing the same object, it was 
suggested that the Government undertake 
at least the dredging of the approaches to 
the outer dock to a depth of lit) feet at 
low water. 

The Minister heartily congratulated the 
prumotora of su extensile a work, and 
stated that it would bo his pleasure to 
promote all that, was possible, should the 
Government to which he belonged concur 
in the representations which had been 
made by the deputation, both as to the 
work that was necessary and the em- 
ployment of another and more efficient 
dredge! He believed that the plans and 

^ details of the work had already been for- 

T warded to Ottawa. 

Mr. Ward said it was the urgent desire 
of the mercantile 'community that the 
Government engineer should report ap- 
proximately — indeed as fully as possible ] 
— upon the scheme that had been sug- I 
gestud, which, if practicable, would make! 
Victoria one of the finest harbors on 
the Coast. This was by building a; 
sea wall from Holland Point to 
Brockley lodge. Ho also called atten- 
tion to the advisability and necessity of 
the Marine an i Fisheries department 
dealing with the demands of the Hoard 
with respect to lights, beacons and 
buoys in British C dumb a waters, par- 
ticularly on the coast of Vancouver Is- 
land, north of Xanaimo. The absenco of 
these, ho pointed out, bad already caused 
considerable losses of shipping, as well :i3 
of life. 

Sir Hector replied that he would urgo 
(his matter on the attention of II u, Mr. 
Tupper 4 whose illness had prevented h.tn 
attending to many important duties, 
which would otherwise have been dis- 
charged. 

Mr. Ward made special reforenca to 
the telegraphic service, and to the tins;'. - 
j isfactory manner in which it was supplied 
' under the existing condition of things. 

The Minister replied that, if a definite 
proposi ion as to an alternative line were 
laid before him, it should receive early 
consideration. 

The graving dock at Esquimalt and its 
proposed lengthening, in view of the lar- 
ger class of steamers fiat wore likely to 
visit these WateiS, having been men- 
tioned, 

The Hon. Minister stated that the Im- 
perial authorities had already been asked 
whether they would contribute to the cost 
of an extension of 100 feet to the 
dock in the same proportion as their 
original construction. This, it was un- 
derstood, they had declined to do. It 
was, however, considered by certain par- 
ties in British Columbia and elsewhere 
that if, for various reasons, it would tie 
impracticable to lengthen the present 
•lock, the Admiralty, m view of the im- 
portance of Esquiraalt as the headquar- 
ters for the navy on t he Pacific, might 
yet deem it necessary to themselves 
'acquire mure dock accommodation. 

Reference was also made to the 
presence of the powder tuugtiazino on 
|> . Beacon Hill. 

The interview was necessarily b r ief, 
owing to the hurried visit of the minis- 
ter. ..Mr. Ward emphasized his expres- 
sion of regret at this, because of the 
many matters which the deputation 
would have desired to bring to the atten- 
tion of the minister. Speaking generally 
of the larjre proportion of the revenue 
that was contributed by Victoria to the 
Dominic ' 



apparently' with great interest, lie also 
called to pay his respects t" Bishop Lum- 
inous, but, unfortunately, found that, that 
prolate was not at home. He and his 
party, togethor with Messrs. Earl and 
Gamble, then went out to the headquar- 
ters of " C " Battery at Macaulay's 
Point, where thoy were entertained at 
luncheon. After a thorough examina- 
tion of the new buildings, their appoint- 
ments and surroundings, Esquimalt be- 
came the next point of destination. 
There, the graving dock, its engine rooms 
and dependencies, were inspected under 
the escort of Capt. Devereux, everything, 
said Sir Hector, being found in capital 
order. 

At an advanced hour in the afternoon 
a Colonist representative waited at the 
Driard on Sir Hector Langevin, who had 
just returned from Esquinialt. He said, 
"I am just getting ready to go to Gov- 
ernment House, and, after the dinner 
given in my honor, shall go straight to 
the steamer which leaves in the morning 
for Vancouver, whence 1 shall start for 
the East on Monday afternoon at one 
o'clock on-my return oast, taking upon 
my way certain places which 1 had been 
compelled to pass on my way out. 1 can- 
not too highly express the pleasure that 
I have experienced with the progress of 
Victoria, which it is manifest does n«t 
intend to allow itself to lie left behind. 
Its progress is as marked as, if not more 
so, than that of Mew Westminster. Of 
course Vancouver cannot enter into the 
comparison, for she only began hot' exis- 
tence four or live years ago. Hut it must 
not be forgotten that the progress of the 
three cities was mainly caused by the 
opening of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, coupled with the energy, 
spirit of enterprise and patrio- 
tism of the people of the province. 
I noted with satisfaction during my drive 
through the city that the o il buildings 
which formerly obtained aro being re- 
placed here, as they are in New West- 
minster, by buildings of a very good 
class. These things show the progress of 
labor and wealth in the province. The 
fact is, that from the time 1 entered the 
province of Manitoba down t'> the [ire- 
sent I have encountered nothing hut a 
contented, happy and prosperous people.''

Dr. Bucke quoted many authorities, 
ancient and modern, for his opinion.

tion, cites numerous instances of tho. of- 
ifoot of heredity in the transmis- 
sion of the evil propensities of 
parents in their oll'spring, and quotes 
many unimpeachable authorities, such, 
for example, as Dr. Maudslcy, Magnus 
Huaa and Dr. Morel, whose writings bear 
<ni the subject. These evil traits some- 
times take the form of eccentric and in- 
temperate habits, of chronic alcoholism, 
of avarice thieving, kleptomania and vio- 
lence carried to the extent of robbery 
and murder.'' 

If this theory ia sound a very largo 
proportion of the criminals who infest 
society shoul I be regarded as patients or 
lunatics, who Bhould not be punished, 
but subjected I o medical t reatment. 'The 
disheartening feature of their cases is 
that the large majority of them are in- 
curable. Their evil propensities are, to 
use a common phrase, bred in the bone. 
The best that can be done with them is 
to keep them out, of harm's way. To 
punish thorn can do no good. Punisll- 
ihfellfc cannot change their nature. The 
learned doctor admits the logical con- 
heipieace of his theory. lie Slid : 

" I am thoroughly oppor.od to punish- 
ment. I look upon all punishment as 
Bimply revenge, and neither more nor 
less than a barbarous thing. I am per- 
fectly certain it docs no good. 1 am per- 
fectly certain it dooa harm to the people

The question of 'sanitary reform ia occu- 
pying the attention of the citizens of To- 
ronto. The public health in that pity is 
not nearly so good as it ought tb be and 
people are. asking tho reason why. The 
anfeiwer given is short but comprehensive. 
It is- The city is not clean enough. Dr, 
Ohlbright in a letter to the Mall enumer- 
a»ea tho causes of ihe prevailing Ullhualtll- 
iness. The first ia the pita and cesspools 
that are allowed to e\ st in all parts id' 
tho city to contaminate both (he air 
and the soil. The second is bad plumb- 
ing and defective drainage. Tho third is 
inipure water. The fourth ia accumula- 
tions of garbage which .send out noxious 
exhalations. This, he contends, ought not 
to be allowed (o collect, but ought to he 
burned every day. J f these bleeders of 
disease, ho maintains', were done away 
with, Toronto would he a healthy city.

There have been careless- 
ness and slack-handed delay in the de- 
partments specially connected with sani- 
tary matters. Filth had been allowed to 
accumulate, and the water supply has 
beeu autlercd to become impure. . . 

We are reaping as we have 
sown, hut there is no reason ivliy we 
should go on sow ng seed.; of evil and 
pestilence. Prompt measures are re- 
ijuired with regard to our water supply 
and to the festering masses of tilth with 
which some neighborhood.'! are oiicu;:i- 
bered. If we posse ued a powerful ad- 
ministration every privy pit in the city 
might be cleansed and disinfected within 
a comparatively few days, and ihe per- 
nicious contents got safely lid of. Such 
measures might be taken as would tend 
greatly and immediately to tin: reducii< a 
of disease. If tho autho: ities do not act 
in circumstances like those which sur- 
round us they are morally, a not legally, 
guilty of something that loo'.s very much 
■ of General i like manslaughter.

What causes disease in 
Toronto cannot bo permitted to exist in 
Victoria with impunity. Filth is aa eci'-- 
tain to poison the air mid generate dis- 
case in this city aa it does in Toronto. If 
Dr. Oldhright and the oditor of the Mail 
saw and studied ihe abominations that | Til 
can be aoen and smelled in t;.i* city, they 
would think it a eriuo; not to speak of 
them and to warn the city authorities and 
tho citii'.etia of the evil janjcquoiiaiW! 
which are cvrtaiu , goftn.r ot l iter, to f,,l- 
!.' .',• such a stale of t ilings. Tin y arc not 
deterred by narrow and short-sight- 
ed views of the public interest 
from making tho con-lition cf Toronto 
known to the whole wm hi.

To Tin; Editor : — Notwithstanding 
that ii certificate signed by Aldermen D. 
W. McKilliotm, A C. Smith, L, Goodacre 
and niysolf as chairman of the soworagu 
committee was published in your issue of 
the 11th inst. denying and rejecting the 
statement (which 1, also, in ray letter of 
same date, characterized as "undeniably 
untruo'" ) made by Mr. Keen in his let- 
ter of the 9th inst. that Mr. Mohun'a 
design "boro his namo while all the 
others wore under motto," Mr. Keen, 
jealous of his veracity, does not hesitate 
to boldly reiterate it in your issue of the 
loth inst. I shall not, hero repeat the 
deni- 1 . but will leave it to your readers 
to docido who shall be believed, Ml'. 
Keen or the sewerage committee. 

Mr. Keen's theory respecting the sew- 
erage plan competition, in brief, seems to 
bo this. The competition was a farce 
from beginning to end. The award *o 
Mr. Mohun was pre-arranged, and was 
the result of a combination consisting 
the Council, Mr. Mohun and Mr. ilerin^ 
Mr. Mohun says to the Council, "appoint 
Mr. Rering, and the Council graciously 
acquiesces. Mr. Mohun says to Mr. 
Ilering, "Recommend my plans," and 
Mr. Horing cheerfully complies. 

A nice arrangement this, and one very 
accommodating to Mr. Mohun ! 

Now, tho grounds for this theory are 
stated to bo :— 

1. The mention of Mr. Bering's name 
in Messrs. Koefer and Moduli's letter of 
the 31st ult. 

2. Mr. Mohun'a naino uu obliterated 
on his design. 

Here is openly preferred against the 
whole Council, against Mr. Mohun, the 
author of the accepted design, against 
Mr. Rering, the gentleman selected and 
paid by the Council to report upon tho 
plans, a charge of the most serious na- 
turo, and upon what foundation '. A 
name in a letter, and a name upon a 
plan — tho former, of course, admitted, 
and tho Litter denied. 

Referring to my letter, Mr. Keen says: 
" So far as I can see, Mr. Elarrison ad- 
mits the fact that: Mr. Mohun recom 
mended the expert." 

Now, as a matter of fact, Mr. Mohun 
never expressly recommended the em- 
ployment of Mr. Ilering. The utmost 
that ho did was to suggest the name of 
Mr. Ilering as one whoso opinion on san- 
itary matters was valuable.

And, when it is contended that a single 
recommendation carries with it inlkiei co 
sufficient to compel adoption by the City 
Council, not once only, but twice in suc- 
cession, a distinction iwy well bo kept in 
mind.
